gentlemen assembled together at lun- 
cloon to do honour to their guest, and 
tho distinwuishing feature of be ather- , 
ing was thut it was thoroughly British. 
Notwithstanding this morked characte- 
ristic, there was nothing Jingoistic about 
tho speeches on this occasion. The new 
British Minister, as waa quite natural, 
could not and did not enter into a dia 
cussion of the political situation’ in 
China. His manly reforonce, however, 
to the ‘legacy, commeoroial, industrial, 
ond political’ which ‘our forefathers 
have hero in tho Far East handed down’ 
tous, ‘which it is our bonnden duty 
to maintain at all hazards, is o keynote 
which is certain. to mect with tho ful- . 
lest aud most hearty approval of ever 
British resident in the Far East. It 
clearly demonstrates that the Queen's 
now Representative has not only studied 
tho history of Foreign intercourse with 
China, but.that he has correctly assessed 
the predominunt part taken by Great 
Britain in the opening-up of the vast 
Empire which is now the centre of so 
touch political rivalry. ‘The whole tone 
of Sir Claude’s remarks, indeed, - fairly 
justifies the conviction that our new 
Minister to Peking fully realizes the im- 
mense and possibly grave importance of 
the problems which will have to be 
solved during the next year or two’ in 
Ching, So far as can be judged by as. 
short stay of less than two days, Sir- 
Claude Macdonald strikes usay perhaps 
‘the best and the strongest man, 
next to Sir Harry Parkes ond Sir Fre- 
derick Brace, who has yet represented 
our interests at- the Chiness capital. 
There can be no question that we need 
such a men now at Poking as sorely og 
ever we did in the history of Foreign 
intercourse with-the Chinese mandstis 
nate. If the officer now so hand- 
somely and so successfully entertained 
by the youthful China Association tails 
to justily the hizh hopes entertainad of 
him, then appearances ore véry decep- 
tive, We-congratulate the Committee 
and the members of the China As- 
sociation upon this proof of their. use- 
fulness as @ body—and, might we 
add, os a*body of LDritishers. No 
one can say! that Hongkong does not 
most loyally/adhere to und cultivate the 
cosmopolitad spirit which pervades this 
Island—the freedom of the port has 
made atid will continue to enlarge our 
trade hert,—-but it was refreshing to 
hear and to peruse the proceedings ofa 
gathering which was cut-and-out: o 
gatheriag of British people.

On Saturday thera was an exceptionally 
large number of cases of plague reported, 
Between noon on Friday and noon on Satur- 
doy eighteen oases of bubonic plaguo were 
reported to the Sanitary Board. This is the 
highest number reached this year, and con- 
sidering the precautiona taken by the Board 
to prevent the spread of the disease the 
situation is beginning to look serious. The 
cased did not oome from one particalar area 
but have been reported from all over the 
Colony, This brings the total: sumber for 
the year up to 383, which makes tho daily, 
average four perdoy. The British Consul 
at Canton sent the Government informa- 
tion of the provalonce of the disease 
thoro, and in consequence of this report 
a special meeting of the Sanitary Board was 
held on Thoraday, It was agreed to erect 
‘reception places in various parta of the colony 
dor the reception of inhabitants who care to 
reside there uatil their houses aro white. 
washed and cleansed, It has also been de- 
cided to call in the dusistanco of tho military 
for tho Sanitary work. : 

At tha Magistracy to-day four bluejeokets 
from H.M.8, Narcissus and one from H, MLS. 
Humber wore obarged, before Commander 
Haatings, with obstructing aud assaulting 
the Police while in performance of their daty, 
On Thursday afternoon P.O, Kondall (Ne16), 
P.C, Moon (No 26), and P.C, Barron (No 31) 
were instructed to go in search for a number 
of blnejaokets who had deserted their ships. 
PCs 25 and 16 went to the Western

well versed in-theao subjects, and that thera 
ure one or two members of the Philharmonic 
Society (now dying a natural desth, [am 
sorry to say) who havo studied the science of 
Theory. I can’t think of a single one 
amongst our amateur muciciaus, but I am 
happy in learning that there ere go many, 
and I trust they will all come forward, this 
or the pext seusva, with some of their owo 
compositions, and infuse a great d-ul more 
life in ovr musical midst. Itis a pity to 
hide one’s light under a bushel, aud to me it 
appears to be a waste of energy to wade 
throngh all the intricacies of Harmony, and 
thon ulter becoming ‘ well. versed ia theory or 
compasition? to let itlie fallow, Lt-doew not, 
seom possible tome. If my critic had written 
aa your correspondent of the 2ud inet, did: 
+ Must of the members of the leew! Philhar- 
monie Suciuty mst and do kuow a good deal 
uf the necessary theory of rousic,” F should 
have at once agreed with him, It iy ab- 
golutely necessury 4¢ know o little of the 
“necessary theory’ of rnusio when learning 
ap instrument, and this litle kuowledge is. 
imparted to the beginner by tho teacher, 
only beaauso it is neecesary. Nothing more. 
It is only necessary to know as much us will 
rake the student proficient. By and bye, 
ho-or gbe can Jearn ull about the theory, of 
Harmony or Thorough Buss, Couoterpvint, 
&e., if so inclined, At present, it ts not 
neogssary. It does not interfere with the 
execution or correctuess of the performance. 
‘The teachers aro not to be blamed for this. 
They are here to tench the pianoforte, &e., 
and'as far os 1 can see admirably perform 
all they profess todo, The study isa dif- 


tioned failed to moke s fortune out of tench- 
ing the science of Harmony (your correspon. 
dent is going back pretty well into the Dark 
Ages of Bougkong), it can only be inferred 
that instrumental teacherg pad the best of 
the day. Iwill admit there may bea cer- 
tain musical retrogression here, But it is 
the same éry at Home. May it not be than 
that too much time is beimg spent on the 
more ostentatious departments of tho Art, 
and too little on thase that malo for musical 
righteousness ? Lu plain words, is there nol 
too much singing and playing in proportion 
to the time given to history, notation, con- 
struction, aud-form? Of the totel number 
of musical persons in this towa bow many 
have studied form? James Buchanan in a 
very able article on this subjeot exoucrates 
the teacher altogether, acd says ‘ Teachers 
from time to time put forward the advant- 
ages of such knowledge, end curricula in- 
cluding it exist in our echoole of music. But 
just as a conversational knuwledge of a for- 
vign languuge is more prized than a wido 
and accurate acquaintance with its bes. 
literature, so the power to make a brilliant 
appearance vocally or inetrumentully is moro 
vuluod than the knowledge which males no 
show.’

or other buildiogs required for the garrison, 

2. If any occasions were to arise tur addi- 
tional guoy or fortifications the incidence of 
their cost would form the subject ot separate 
and speciul negotiation ; and in that case 
Her Majesty’s Government are disposed to 
think thal thoarrangement alreudy adopted 
in the past might advantugeously be agaia 
adopted—viz., that the Colony should pro- 
vide the sites oud pay for the constructiva of 
the works, on condition that the Imperial 
Government provides the armament. 

3. As regards the draft ordinance sub- 
mitted iu your despateh No, 333 of Aug. 24 
last, 1 do not approve the insertion in sec- 
tion 5 uf the words; ‘which shall not ex- 
ceed $8,000 in anyone year,’ oa L am of 
opinion that no limit should be named in the 
Ordinance, but bat lodgings should be pro- 
vided for all officers and meu in the garrison 
for whora there is no barrack sccommoda- 
tion, Ibis uleo desirable that this section 
should be jrmended, to show more clearly 
what expebdilure is covered by the anouel 
contributiwo.
